Introduction 


For  many  years  research  workers  in  the  field  of  reading  and 
child  development  have  been  pleading  for  greater  attention  to  the 
problem  of  individual  differences.  Teachers  entering  the  elementary 
field  from . schools  of  education  the  country  over  have  not  only 
been  cognizant  of  the  problem ; they  have  realized  that  its  solution 
was  the  province  of  the  classroom  teacher. 

In  the  field  of  reading,  teachers  have  attempted  to  meet  the 
needs  of  superior,  average,  and  immature  pupils  through  small 
group  teaching.  The  differences  in  the  programs  for  the  three 
groups  have  been  largely  in  time  allotment,  and  in  ease  and  amount 
of  material  read.  Superior  pupils  read  a maximum  of  increasingly 
difficult  material  at  maximum  speed.  Immature  pupils  read  a very 
limited  amount  of  extremely  easy  material  at  an  extremely  slow 
rate.  The  results  have  been  far  from  satisfactory. 

Recently  there  has  come  a constantly  recurring  query  from 
superior  teachers.  Is  not  the  crux  of  the  problem  the  fact  that 
we  need  a different  type  of  teaching  for  these  groups?  Why 
should  a superior  child  be  taught  by  the  same  methods  as  the 
average;  the  average  by  the  same  methods  as  the  immature?  In 
differentiating  the  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  three  groups, 
should  not  the  first  and  most  important  differentiation  be  in  the 
type  of  teaching  used? 

This  Guidebook  is  an  attempt  to  show  how  this  can  be  done. 
The  different  teaching  procedures  emphasized  in  the  Preprimer 
Guidebook  are  maintained,  and  specific  skills  are  reviewed  and 
carried  on  from  the  point  to  which  they  were  developed  in  each 
of  the  three  groups  at  the  preprimer  level.  In  such  a short  resume 
as  the  following  it  is  impossible  to  list  all  the  significant  teaching 
differences  in  the  three  programs;  a few  of  the  more  pronounced 
differences  are  pointed  out. 

Program  for  superior  groups.  This  program  is  a challenge  to 
the  thinking  of  superior  pupils.  The  reading  techniques  presented 
are  numerous  and  varied.  The  amount  of  directed  teaching  is  less 
evident  than  in  the  other  two  programs.  Pupils  are  constantly 
challenged  to  “try  their  wings”  and  to  help  themselves.  The  amount 
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Introduction 


of  vocabulary  review  is  far  less  than  that  outlined  for  the  average 
and  immature  groups,  and  silent  reading  is  directed  to  be  done  in 
much  longer  units. 

Adequate  direction  is  given  in  the  use  of  picture,  context,  and 
phonetic  clues.  Pupils  are  given  countless  opportunities  to  use 
these  techniques  independently  in  the  reading  of  the  text  and  in 
the  reading  of  carefully  planned  bulletin  board  materials. 

The  additional  reading  outlined  for  each  story  has  been  care- 
fully graded  so  that  pupils  may  read  widely  in  context  material 
which  is  not  too  difficult.  Other  suggestions  listed  under  Supple- 
mentary Activities  are  a constant  encouragement  to  pupils  to  use 
their  own  initiative  to  increase  their  vocabularies  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  primer  word  list.  By  the  end  of  the  program  a careful 
foundation  has  been  laid  for  spelling  and  writing  activities. 

Program  for  average  groups.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  program 
to  make  pupils  take  pride  in  being  self-reliant.  Superior  pupils 
profit  by  having  word  recognition  techniques  suggested  to  them. 
Average  pupils  profit  by  having  such  techniques  carefully  taught. 
A large  amount  of  time  is  taken  in  guiding  pupils  in  the  use  of 
picture,  context,  and  phonetic  clues  and  a combination  of  the  three, 
thus  laying  the  groundwork  out  of  which  power  in  independent 
word  attack  can  emerge.  Word  recognition  techniques  are  always 
developed  in  meaningful  situations.  Reading  for  meaning  is  never 
subordinated  to  mechanics. 

This  program,  as  do  the  other  two,  accepts  the  challenge  that 
reading  development  is  not  possible  without  an  adequate  vocabu- 
lary of  carrier  and  service  words  (all  words  other  than  nouns) 
which  can  be  recognized  automatically.  Consistent,  interesting,  and 
varied  vocabulary  reviews  which  develop  visual  acuity  are  a part 
of  most  units. 

Special  care  has  been  taken  in  the  activities  listed  under  Vocabu- 
lary Enrichment  and  Extension  to  increase  the  child’s  speaking 
vocabulary  far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  primer  word  list.  At  the 
same  time,  words  within  the  primer  vocabulary  have  their  meanings 
enriched  by  being  used  in  various  situations  in  which  the  meaning 
of  the  words  must  change  to  meet  the  changed  situation. 

Program  for  immature  groups.  In  this  group  the  rate  at  which 
the  primer  text  is  presented  is  extremely  slow.  Techniques  are  few 
and  are  repeated  many  times  . Immature  pupils  need  to  learn  how 
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to  do  a few  things  and  do  them  well.  Only  in  this  way  can  they 
attain  a feeling  of  security  and  confidence.  At  the  same  time  an 
especial  effort  has  been  made  in  this  program  to  present  numerous 
and  varied  approaches  to  each  learning  situation  so  that  pupil 
interest  may  be  kept  at  a high  level. 

Reading  ability  is  fostered  by  increase  in  language  ability.  All 
j too  often  pupils  in  immature  groups  lack  the  requisite  ability  to 
I express  their  ideas  and  feelings  to  other  people;  therefore  great 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  oral  language  approach  to  reading. 

All  too  often  immature  pupils  fail  to  develop  any  adequate  method 
of  word  recognition  because  they  have  not  been  given  adequate 
ear-training  experiences.  Therefore  special  emphasis  on  the  devel- 
' opment  of  auditory  as  well  as  visual  perception  is  given  in  the 
program  for  immature  groups.

GENERAL  NOTES  ON  USING  THIS  GUIDEBOOK 


1.  Independent  and  additional  reading.  The  supplementary 
activities  in  the  units  for  the  superior  and  average  groups  con- 
tain references  to  stories  in  a number  of  preprimers.  These 
stories,  if  used  in  the  units  indicated,  can  be  read  with  no 
supervision  from  the  teacher  except  for  help  with  character 
names  and  some  other  new  vocabulary.  New  vocabulary  (aside 
from  the  character  names)  is  noted  the  first  time  a new  word 
appears  in  each  book. 

The  same  preprimer  stories  can  be  used  by  immature  groups ; 
but  here  the  teacher  should  supervise  the  reading  at  all  times. 
For  the  immature  groups  the  reading  references  are  placed  in 
supplementary  units.  This  additional  reading  provides  such  a 
good  opportunity  for  the  application  of  known  vocabulary  to 
new  context  that  it  is  hoped  the  teacher  will  find  time  to  use 
these  supplementary  units. 

It  is  not  expected  that  teachers  will  have  all  the  books  listed, 
but  in  all  three  programs  the  reading  of  any  particular  book 
must  be  done  in  entirety  and  in  the  sequence  indicated ; otherwise 
the  correlation  of  vocabulary  will  not  hold  true. 

In  order  that  the  teacher  may  assemble  the  books  she  has 
available  for  this  reading,  their  titles  are  listed  below :

2.  Textfilm.  The  Textfilm  for  The  New  Day  In  and  Day  Out  is 
a definite  part  of  the  program.  At  the  places  in  the  unit  plans 
where  Textfilm  is  to  be  used,  the  teacher  is  referred  to  the 
separate  manual  which  accompanies  the  Textfilm.  In  it,  full 
instruction  is  given  for  the  use  of  each  frame. 

3.  Supplementary  units  for  immature  groups.  In  the  program 
for  the  immature  group,  25  of  the  units  (one  after  each  primer 
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General  Notes 


story)  are  supplementary.  They  contain  references  to  the  Text- 
film  and  lists  of  books  for  additional  reading.  The  program  for 
the  Immature  Group  can  be  most  effectively  carried  out  if  these 
units  are  not  omitted. 

4.  Sounds  vs.  letter  names.  Whenever  initial  consonants  are 
presented  in  the  unit  plans,  the  sound,  NOT  THE  LETTER 
NAME  is  to  be  used,  except  in  certain  cases  where  definite 
directions  to  use  the  letter  name  are  given. 

5.  Workbook  correlation.  The  correlation  of  each  workbook 
page  with  certain  pages  in  the  primer  is  given  at  the  bottom 
of  the  workbook  pages  under  the  caption  use.  If  the  workbooks 
are  so  used,  no  new  vocabulary  will  be  encountered  except  the 
word  no.  However,  this  does  not  mean  that  the  workbook  pages 
must  be  always  so  used.  Very  often  in  the  Supplementary  Ac- 
tivities at  the  close  of  units  in  the  Guidebook  a different  use  of 
the  workbook  page  may  be  suggested,  if  such  a page  correlates 
better  with  the  activity  being  stressed  in  a particular  unit.  With 
this  use,  also,  no  new  vocabulary  will  be  encountered. 

6.  Bulletin  board.  Some  of  the  most  important  activities  in  the 
Guidebook  are  concerned  with  independent  reading  from  the 
bulletin  board.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  activities  will  never 
be  omitted  and  that  pupils  will  be  constantly  stimulated  to  read 
the  bulletin  board. 

7.  Grouping.  In  rural  schools  or  in  situations  where  the  number 
of  pupils  is  so  small  that  division  into  groups  is  not  feasible, 
teachers  should  use  the  program  for  average  groups.  To  meet 
the  reading  needs  of  each  pupil  in  such  small  groups,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  teachers  will  read  thoroughly  the  programs  for 
superior  and  immature  groups  and  modify  their  teaching  ac- 
cordingly. 

8.  Manuscript  writing.  It  is  assumed  that  all  writing  done  by 
the  teacher  on  the  board  or  bulletin  board  shall  be  in  manuscript 
form.

Initial  Procedure 

Preparation.  Introducing  book  and  title:  Alice  and  Jerry  are 
growing  up.  You  are  growing  up.  Your  next  book  must  grow  up, 
also.  In  what  way  is  this  book  more  like  the  ones  Father  and 
Mother  read?  (Call  attention  to  thicker  book  and  stiff  covers.) 

Glance  at  the  pictures  on  the  cover.  Find  some  of  the  toys  and 
pets  Alice  and  Jerry  are  going  to  enjoy.  Which  ones  would  you 
enjoy  most? 

Alice  and  Jerry  have  fun  every  day,  all  day  long.  They  tell 
you  so  in  a different  way.  They  say  they  have  fun  day  in  and  day 
out.  So  the  title  of  our  book  is — (Move  hand  from  left  to  right 
under  title  and  read.)  Find  the  word  day  in  two  places.  Which 
word  says  out?  Who  can  read  the  whole  title?  Turn  to  the  title 
page  and  read  the  title  again. 

Contents  page.  When  you  turn  to  page  2,  you  see  another  sign 
to  show  that  our  book  is  growing  up.  This  word  (indicate  Contents ) 
says  contents.  The  contents  of  my  cupboard  are  all  the  things  that 
are  in  it.  The  contents  of  your  pockets  are  all  the  things  you  have 
in  them.  And  the  contents  of  a book  are  the  stories  which  are  in

it.  The  contents  pages  tell  us  the  names  of  the  stories  and  number 
of  the  page  on  which  each  story  begins. 

Our  book  is  divided  into  parts.  These  large  words  (indicate 
unit  title  headings)  tell  us  the  names  of  the  parts.  You  read  the 
name  of  the  first  part,  and  I will  read  the  others. 

There  are  several  stories  in  each  part.  Count  and  see  how  many 
stories  there  are  in  the  part  called  “Alice  and  Jerry.”  The  title  of 
the  first  story  is  the  name  of  a little  animal.  (Pupils  may  remember 
rabbit  from  rebus  card.  If  not,  have  them  think  how  the  word 
begins  and  remember  that  it  is  the  name  of  an  animal.)  This 
number  (indicate  6)  tells  the  page  on  which  the  story  begins.  Turn 
quickly  to  that  page.  Did  the  contents  page  give  us  the  right 
information?  Turn  again  to  the  contents  page.  Can  you  read  any 
other  title  and  find  on  what  page  that  story  begins? 

Frontispiece  and  unit  title  page.  The  next  page  is  called  the 
frontispiece.  Here  are  Alice  and  Jerry  in  their  favorite  place  high 
on  a hill.  How  many  new  things  can  you  find  out  about  that  hill? 

And  now  page  5 tells  us  again  the  name  of  the  first  part  of  the 
book.  Was  this  picture  taken  on  the  same  day  or  another? 

Now  glance  quickly  through  the  book  to  find  out  what  Alice  and 
Jerry  do  day  in  and  day  out.  Look  for  things  you  would  enjoy  most. 

Word  Recognition  Techniques 

Activities  in  auditory  and  visual  discrimination.  Initial  con- 
sonants: Turn  your  books  over  so  that  only  the  back  cover  shows. 
Our  book  title  is — . If  anyone  can  come  to  the  board  and  show  me 
how  day  begins,  I will  finish  the  word  for  you.  How  does  it  begin 
when  it  starts  with  a capital  letter?  With  a small  letter?  (Have 
pupils  write  d and  D in  manuscript  writing;  then  immediately 
finish  words.  Let  pupils  try  their  wings.  If  they  suggest  that  they 
can  write  the  whole  word,  let  them  try. 

Phonetic  parts:  The  word  out  (write  out  on  board)  is  very  in- 
teresting. These  two  letters  (draw  line  under  ou ) say  what  you 
say  when  you  are  hurt.  They  say  ou.  If  you  remember  that,  you 
won’t  have  trouble  with  the  word — . (Use  day  and  out  as  flash 
cards.  Have  book  title  reread.)

Silent  Reading 

Contents  page.  Turn  quickly  to  the  contents  page.  What  is  the 
title  of  the  first  part  of  our  book?  Of  the  first  story?  On  what 
page  will  we  find  it? 

Page  6.  I know  who  discovered  the  rabbit.  How  can  I tell? 
Read  silently  to  find  out  what  Jerry  said. 

Page  7.  Alice  uses  the  surprise  word.  Can  you  find  it?  Read 
silently  to  find  out  what  Alice  saw  and  said.  I am  sure  the  rabbit 
sees  the  children.  What  will  happen  next?  The  rabbit  can  help 
herself  because  she  can — (Hold  up  word  card  Hop,  but  do  not 
read.)  Think  how  the  word  begins.  Think  what  a rabbit  can  do. 

Page  8.  How  many  times  do  you  see  the  word  hop?  How 
many  times  does  it  begin  with  a capital  letter?  With  a small 
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letter?  Read  the  page  silently.  The  rabbit  didn’t  have  an  easy 
time  getting  away.  How  do  I know? 

Page  9.  You  have  sharp  eyes.  So  have  I.  But  the  rabbit  saw 
something  before  we  did.  What  is  it  ? Think  how  hole  begins ; then 
see  how  many  times  you  can  find  it  on  the  page.  Find  the  surprise 
word.  Read  the  page  silently.  Be  ready  to  show  by  your  voice  how 
surprised  the  children  were. 

What  do  you  think  will  happen  next?  Who  can  tell  us  a good 
ending  for  the  story?  Suppose  we  choose  one  good  reader  to  re- 
read the  whole  story. 

Word  Recognition  Techniques 

Activities  in  auditory  and  visual  discrimination.  Initial  con- 
sonants: If  someone  will  show  me  how  hole  begins,  I will  finish 
the  word  for  you.  (Continue  with  hop , rabbit,  day,  come,  saw,  went. 
As  soon  as  a word  is  finished,  have  some  child  find  that  word  card 
and  add  it  to  the  card  holder  to  form  a word  ladder.  Have  pupils 
hop  down  the  rabbit  hole  by  reading  words  from  top  of  ladder 
to  bottom.) 

Final  sounds:  (DO  NOT  OMIT  THE  FOLLOWING  AC- 
TIVITY.) Listen  as  I say  the  word  rabbit.  (Be  sure  to  say  the 
final  t sound  clearly.)  Now  listen  again.  Rabbit,  went,  boat!  My 
ears  tell  me  that  these  words  end  with  the  same  sound.  Listen 
again.  It,  want,  what!  What  did  your  ears  tell  you?  Let’s  prove 
that  we  are  right.  (Write  on  board  all  words  used  and  direct 
attention  to  final  t.  Do  not  ask  pupils  to  suggest  words,  since  they 
may  suggest  words  ending  in  silent  e.) 

Vocabulary  Enrichment  and  Extension 

(Write  on  board  Jerry  went  home.)  Think  of  all  the  ways  in 
which  Jerry  might  have  gone  home.  Maybe  he  walked  (ran,  rode, 
skated,  skipped).  If  he  were  in  an  airplane,  maybe  he — . Anyway 
he  went  home.  Went  can  mean  many  things.

Show  me 
the  letter  which  looks  like  their  lips.  When  they  are  not  quite  so 
surprised,  their  lips  are  not  quite  so  big  and  round  (reverse  card), 
but  they  still  say — . We  have  other  words  which  begin  like  oh.  So 
take  a good  eye  picture  of  this  letter.  (Indicate  and  trace  h.)  When 
I write — (write  Oh),  you  will  know  that  the  word  is — . 

Every  summer  morning  Jerry  went  to  the  hill  and — (Indicate 
first  sentence  on  board.)  Let’s  think  about  this  word.  (Indicate 
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went.)  It  begins  like  want.  Think  how  it  begins.  Then  jump  over 

it.  Alice  w , too.  (Form  w with  lips,  but  do  not  give  sound.) 

Of  course  the  word  is  went,  and  this  is  the  letter  to  watch  carefully. 

(Indicate  e.)  If  I write — (write  we ),  what  word  will  you  tell 

me  to  finish?  (Have  word  card  went  read  and  added  to  card 
holder.) 

One  day  a big  rock  fell  on  Jerry’s  foot.  How  it  did  hurt!  He 
could  not  walk.  He  had  to — (Hold  up  word  card  hop.)  Think  how 
the  new  word  begins.  Think  what  Jerry  did.  The  new  word  is — . 
(Add  card  to  card  holder.)  Now  read  what  Jerry  did.  (Sentences 
2,3.) 

I hope  you  have  not  forgotten  the  little  animal  about  whom  we 
are  to  read  today.  (Build  Little  Rabbit  in  card  holder.)  I am  sure 
when  Jerry  saw  the  rabbit,  he  said — (Indicate  Oh.)  I am  sure  the 
rabbit — (Indicate  went;  then  hop.) 

Silent  Reading 

Emphasizing  purpose  of  contents  pages.  How  many  remem- 
ber the  number  of  the  page  on  which  the  story  “Little  Rabbit” 
begins?  (Wait  for  a few  guesses.)  We  are  wasting  time  guessing, 
aren’t  we  ? That  is  why  we  have  a contents  page : so  that  we  won’t 
waste  time.  Turn  to  the  contents  pages.  How  quickly  can  you  find 
the  number  of  the  page  on  which  “Little  Rabbit”  begins? 

Page  6.  (Allow  time  for  picture  discussion.)  When  we  see 
something  we  did  not  expect  to  see,  we  say  we  made  a discovery. 
Jerry  has  made  a discovery,  but  I don’t  believe  he  really  knows 
what  he  has  found.  Read  the  whole  page  silently.  Find  out  why 
I think  he  does  not  know  what  he  has  found. 

Page  7.  Some  rabbits  are  tame.  Some  are  wild.  Which  kind 
is  Little  Rabbit?  Alice  is  certainly  surprised.  Read  to  find  out 
what  she  sees  and  what  she  says. 

Page  8.  One  look  at  the  rabbit’s  eyes  and  I know  how  it  feels. 
When  a rabbit  moves  quickly,  it  does  one  thing.  A boy  and  girl 
do  something  different.  What  does  the  rabbit  do?  What  do  Alice 
and  Jerry  do?  Read  and  see. 

Page  9.  Another  discovery  for  Alice  and  Jerry!  What  is  it? 
Is  it  a discovery  for  the  rabbit,  or  did  it  know  the  hole  was  there? 
You  know  how  the  word  hole  will  begin.  Now  you  make  a dis- 
covery. How  many  times  can  you  find  the  word  hole?  Now  read 
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the  page.  One  sentence  tells  exactly  what  Little  Rabbit  is  doing 
in  the  picture.  Who  can  find  it  ? 

Developing  ability  to  predict  outcomes.  (Discuss  with  pupils 
the  possibility  that  Alice  and  Jerry  will  watch  that  hole  for  a time. 

But  finally  they  will  grow 
fired  of  waiting  and  will  run  off  to  play.)

Motivated  introduction.  When  Father  works  in  the  garden  of 
cuts  the  grass,  he  must  have  his  tools  ready.  When  you  begin  to 
read  a new  book,  you  must  have  your  tools  ready,  also.  The  new 
words  are  your  tools.

Of  course — (Indicate  sentence  1.)  This  word  begins  like  window. 
(Indicate  went.)  Think  how  it  begins.  Then  jump  over  it.  Alice 
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w , too.  (Form  lips  for  w sound,  but  do  not  give  sound.) 

Of  course  the  word  is — . Watch  how  went  begins.  Watch  this 

letter  carefully.  (Indicate  e .)  Then  when  I write — (write  we ), 

you  will  tell  me  to  finish  the  word — . 

All  at  once  Jerry  looked  down  and — (sentence  2.  Substitute 
something  brown  for  something  little  and  have  new  sentence  read. ) 
Of  course  he  called  Alice.  She  came  running  up  and — (sentence  3. 
Rebus  card  may  be  added  at  last  moment  to  sustain  suspense.) 

Boys  and  girls  who  can  read  as  well  as  you,  do  not  need  to  use 
the  picture  for  rabbit.  (Turn  rebus  card  to  show  word;  then  sub- 
stitute word  card  rabbit  for  rebus  card.  Direct  attention  to  the  way 
the  word  begins  and  show  capitalized  form.) 

When  Alice  saw  the  rabbit,  she  was  so  surprised  that  she  said, 
“Oh!”  (Write  Oh.)  Make  your  mouth  look  just  like  the  beginning 
of  this  word  as  you  say,  “Oh!”  If  Alice  had  not  been  quite  so 
surprised,  her  mouth  might  not  have  been  so  big  and  round.  Then 
the  word  oh  might  have  looked  like  this.  (Write  oh.)  Alice  said 
more  than  oh.  (Indicate  sentence  4.  Have  all  sentences  reread.) 

See  how  quickly  we  can  clear  the  card  holder.  Suppose  you 
each  take  one  card  and  read  it.

When  your  birthday  comes  around,  you  feel  very — (Write 
happy.  Remind  pupils  that  the  word  begins  like  here.  Wait  for 
suggestion  happy. ) 

On  his  birthday  morning  Jerry  hopped  out  of  bed,  and — 
(sentence  1.  Suggest  that  so  begins  like  see  and  rhymes  with  go.) 
“Do  you  like  birthdays?”  asked  Mother.  Of  course  Jerry  said — 
(sentence  2). 

There  was  a box  by  Jerry’s  plate.  Alice  said — (sentence  3). 
Jerry  could  tell  by  feeling  that  it  was  a box  of  candy.  So  he  said — 
(sentence  4). 

Silent  Reading 

My,  but  I am  anxious  to  find  out  what  Jerry  buys  at  the  toy 
store.  Turn  quickly  to  page  14. 

Page  14.  Maybe  you  know  without  reading  what  Jerry  wants 
now.  But  you  had  better  check.  Read  three  sentences  and  see  if 
you  are  right. 

Father  will  not  want  to  waste  money.  He  will  want  Jerry  to 
get — (Indicate  phrase  something  good.)  If  that  airplane  is  a good 
one,  it  can — (Put  word  card  fly  in  card  holder.  If  pupils  do  not 
immediately  suggest  fly,  suggest  that  the  word  begins  like  floor 
and  tells  what  airplanes  can  do.)  Now  finish  the  page.  Find  out 
if  the  airplane  is  worth  buying. 

Page  15.  If  you  can  read  this  sentence  (indicate  sentence  1 in 
card  holder),  you  can  read  the  first  sentence  on  page.  15.  If 
Jerry  buys  that  airplane,  I am  sure  he  will  begin  using  this  word. 
(Add  word  card  my  to  card  holder.)  Read  the  next  three  sentences 
and  see  if  he  does.  Now  if  you  know  this  word,  you  can  finish 
the  page.  (Indicate  word  card  it.) 

Oral  Reading 

This  is  such  a good  story  that  it  will  be  fun  to  read  it  right 
through  from  the  beginning.  The  one  who  knows  this  word  may 
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read  page  10.  (Hold  up  word  card  toy.  Continue  in  similar  way, 
holding  up  ball  for  page  11,  Oh  for  page  12,  just  for  page  13,  Yes 
and  fly  for  page  14,  so  and  happy  for  page  15.) 

Word  Recognition  Techniques 
Associating  initial  consonant  sounds  with  the  letters  which 
represent  them;  Directing  pupils  in  the  use  of  initial  con- 
sonant clues.  Happy-here ! What  do  your  ears  tell  you  about 
these  words?  If  someone  will  show  me  how  happy  begins,  I will 
finish  the  word  for  you.  (Continue  in  same  way  with  so-see,  big- 
ball.) 

I will  write  three  new  words.  One  will  say  bat.  See  me  bat  the 
ball.  One  will  say  hat  and  one  will  say  sat.  Which  word  says  bat ? 
How  do  you  know?  (Continue  in  similar  way  with  hat  and  sat.) 

Plurals.  If  Jerry  has  one  airplane,  we  might  say  he  has  one — 
(Write  toy.)  If  he  had  two  or  three,  he  has — (Write  toys.)  Which 
word  means  one?  Which  means  more  than  one?  You  know  what 
this  word  says.  (Write  ball.)  Could  anyone  make  it  says  balls? 
(Repeat  with  train,  boat,  rabbit,  etc.)

Up  and  away  went  Alice. 

She  did  not  have  a happy  look. 

She  did  not  want  to  play. 

Not  with  a puppy  like  Jip ! 

Bow-wow ! 

When  Alice  was  cross,  she  had  a cross  look.  When  she  was 
sick,  she  had  a sad  look.  But  most  of  the  time  the  look  on  her  face 
was — (Draw  a line  under  a happy  look  in  sentence  1 and  have 
the  phrase  read.)  Now  read  the  whole  sentence.  This  word  begins 
like  here.  (Indicate  had.)  Think  how  it  begins.  Then  jump  over 
it.  Alice  h a happy  look.  (Wait  for  suggestion  had.)  Of 
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course  the  word  is  had.  Watch  how  it  begins.  (Trace  h .)  Watch 
how  it  ends.  (Trace  d .)  Then  when  I write — (write  had),  you 
will  know  that  the  word  is — . And  this  word  card  says — (Add  had 
to  card  holder  and  have  sentence  reread.) 

This  morning  Alice  was  playing  with  her  dolls.  Do  you  know 
what  Jip  did?

letter  closely.  (Trace  w.)  Then  when  I write — (write  aw ), 

you  will  tell  me  to  finish  the  word — . And  this  card  says — . (Add 
away  to  card  holder.)  I hope  you  will  know  this  word  in  the  next 
sentence.  (Indicate  away  in  sentence  3.) 

Alice  jumped — (indicate  Up  in  sentence  3)  in  a hurry!  What 
did  she  do  then?  Read  the  sentence  and  see.  (Have  sentence  reread 
until  pupils  sense  the  rhythm  of  phrase  Up  and  away.) 

I wonder  if  Alice  had  a happy  look  now.  (Sentence  4.)  I wonder 
if  she  wanted  to  play.  (Sentence  5.)  Since  you  know  this  word 
(indicate  not  in  sentences  4 and  5),  you  will  know  it  when  it  begins 
with  a capital  letter.  (Indicate  Not  in  sentence  6.)  Alice  might 
like  to  play  with  a good  puppy,  but — (sentence  6.  Have  this  sen- 
tence reread  until  pupils  sense  rhythm  and  read  with  expression.) 

Of  course  Alice  caught  Jip  and  got  her  doll  back.  Do  you  know 
what  Jip  did  when  she  said,  “You  bad  dog!”  Jip  said  something 
which  begins  like  ball.  He  said — (sentence  7).  And  this  card 
says — (Show  Bow-wow  in  both  lower-case  and  capitalized  form. 
Add  card  to  card  holder,  and  have  all  sentences  reread.) 

Silent  Reading 

In  our  book  today,  Jip  gets  into  more  mischief.  If  you  can 
tell  me  when  the  story  begins,  we  can  find  out  what  he  does.  (Hold 
up  phrase  card  One  morning.)  Now  turn  quickly  to  page  16. 

Page  16.  What  kind  of  look  does  Jip  have  at  the  top  of  the 
page  ? Can  you  figure  out  why  he  looks  that  way  ? I think  I would 
do  just  what  Jip  did.  Read  the  title  and  the  first  sentence.  What 
did  he  do  ? 

Why  didn’t  Alice  and  Jerry  stop  Jip  from  running  away?  Read 
until  you  find  out.  What  kind  of  look  does  Jip  have  at  the  bottom 
of  the  page?  If  you  remember  the  joining  word,  you  can  finish  the 
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page  and  find  out  what  Jip  intends  to  do  when  he  runs  away. 
(Hold  up  And.) 

Page  1,7.  Now  the  mischief  begins.  If  you  remember  this  word, 
you  can  read  four  sentences  and  find  out  what  Jip  said  to  that 
kitten.  (Hold  up  So.) 

Will  the  kitten  play  with  Jip?  Finish  the  page  and  see. 

Oral  Reading 

The  one  who  knows  these  words  may  read  page  16.  (Indicate 
word  cards  had  and  away.)  The  one  who  knows  this  card  may 
read  page  17.  (Indicate  Bow-wow.)  Maybe  someone  knows  all 
three  words  and  can  read  both  pages. 

Word  Recognition  Techniques 

Activities  for  developing  sight  vocabulary.  Partner  words: 
(Hold  up  a small  ball.)  I have  a ball.  (Write  sentence  as  you 
say  words.)  This  word  says — (Draw  a line  under  have.  Give  ball 
to  some  child.)  I had  a ball  (write  words  as  you  say  them),  but 
I do  not  have  one  now.  This  word  says — (Draw  line  under  had. 
Let  each  child  hold  the  ball ; then  give  it  away,  each  time  reading 
the  sentence  appropriate  to  the  action,  until  meaning  has  been 
added  to  have  and  had.) 

Have  and  had  are  partner  words.  I always  remember  which  one 
is  have  because  it  is  a little  longer  word.  I also  remember  this 
letter.

Associating  initial  consonant  sounds  with  the  letters  which 
represent  them;  Directing  pupils  in  the  use  of  initial  con- 
sonant clues.  Show  me  how  so  begins.  Then  I will  finish  the 
word  for  you.

(Write  hand,  hand,  sand.)  Here  are  three  new  words.  One  says 
hand.  I want  to  play  in  the  band.  Which  word  says  hand ? How 
do  you  know?

You  remember  how  jump  begins.  (Write  jump-jump;  direct 
attention  to  j-J ; then  erase  words.)

Motivated  review.  (Have  the  following  cards  in  card  holder: 
away , But , came , for , had,  happy,  hole,  just,  Oh,  out,  so,  this, 
went,  Yes.) 

I see  three  words  in  the  card  holder  which  begin  like  here.  Who 
will  read  and  bring  me  the  words?  Bring  me  the  pointing  word. 
The  word  which  means  the  opposite  of  no ! The  word  which  means 
the  opposite  of  in!  The  surprise  word!  A word  which  begins 
like  window!

Think  how  the  new  word 
begins.  Then  jump  over  it  and  let  the  sentence  help  you.  You  may 
have  a n coat.  (Wait  for  suggestion  new.)  Now  do  you  know 
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why  Alice  is  smiling?  Now  do  you  know  this  word?  (Add  word 
card  new  to  card  holder.) 

Silent  Reading 

Page  22.  Now  I am  sure  someone  can  read  the  title  of  the 
story.  Do  you  think  it  may  be  a good  title?  Why?  If  you  know 
this  word,  you  can  read  the  first  sentence.  (Indicate  word  card 
had.)  When  Alice  sees  that  old  torn  coat,  she  uses  this  word  two 
times.  I hope  you  know  it.  (Hold  up  word  card  My.  Have  second 
sentence  read  several  times  until  pupils  sense  rhythm  of  phrase, 
My,  oh,  my!) 

I believe  Alice  likes  her  last  year’s  coat.  Read  the  next  sentence 
and  see  what  she  says  about  it.  But  (indicate  word  card  But  in 
card  holder)  there  are  two  things  the  matter  with  that  coat.  If 
you  know  the  riddle  word  (hold  up  word  card  it),  you  can  read 
the  next  two  sentences  and  find  out  what  the  two  things  are.  If 
you  remember  this  word  (hold  up  word  card  so),  you  can  finish 
the  page  and  find  out  what  Alice  decides  to  do. 

Page  23.  Does  Mother  discover  the  hole?  Does  she  think  the 
coat  is  too  little?  Read  four  sentences  and  find  out. 

Alice  has  very  good  manners.  Whenever  she  asks  for  something, 
she  uses  a word  which  begins  like  play.  She  says — (Hold  up  word 
card  Please  and  wait  for  suggestion  Please.  Add  word  card  to 
card  holder.)  Now  read  two  sentences.  What  kind  of  coat  does 
Alice  want?  Maybe  Mother  thinks  she  should  have  a blue  coat. 
Finish  the  page  and  see.  Where  do  you  think  we  may  go  in  the 
story  tomorrow?  Won’t  it  be  fun  to  buy  Alice  a coat!

When  Jerry  stopped — (Underline  He  saw  a house  and  have 
that  much  of  sentence  read.)

Remember,  the  name  of  the  first 
letter  in  the  new  word  is  o (indicate  o in  old)  ; and  the  word

This  page  (open  to  title 
page)  is  called  the  title  page  because  it  has  the  title  of  the  book 
on  it.  Who  will  read  the  title  as  I run  my  hand  under  it?  Now 
turn  to  pages  2 and  3. 

These  pages  are  called  the  contents  pages,  and  this  word  (run 
your  hand  under  Contents)  says  Contents.  The  contents  of  your 
pockets  are  all  the  things  you  have  in  them,  and  the  contents  of  a 
book  are  the  stories  which  are  in  it.  Our  book  is  divided  into  parts, 
and  these  words  in  big  letters  (indicate  unit  titles)  are  the  names 
of  the  parts.  Who  will  read  the  name  of  the  first  part?  Of  the 
second?  If  you  remember  (turn  to  page  77)  what  we  call  these 
things  in  the  picture,  and  what  this  word  says  (write  Animals  on 
board),  someone  can  read  the  title  of  the  next  part.  By  the  time 
you  are  through  the  book,  you  will  be  able  to  read  the  names  of 
the  other  parts,  also. 

Now  look  again  at  Part  1.  How  many  stories  are  in  that  part? 
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What  is  the  name  of  the  first  story?  Do  you  remember  the  joke 
Little  Rabbit  played  on  Alice  and  Jerry?

So  he — (Write  ran 
and  have  word  read.)  I always  remember  which  word  says  run 
because  I remember  this  letter.  (Trace  u.)  Suppose  we  play 
“Magic.”  (Use  ran,  run,  several  times;  then  lived,  little;  nest, 
not,  now.)

(Sentences  2,  3.)  What  else  did  he  say?  I hope  you  notice  (indi- 
cate sentence  4)  that  this  is  a two-line  sentence.  (Have  sentences 
2,  3,  4 reread  until  pupils  sense  the  rhythm.) 

If  you  can  read  this  number  (write  92)  and  can  make  one  big 
turn  and  find  that  page,  we  can  find  out  what  happened  to  Jack 
Rabbit  in  the  garden.

How  many  rabbits  really 
live  there? 

Page  93.  The  rabbits  are  certainly  having  a gay  time.  But  look 
at  that  sky.  I wish  Jack  Rabbit  would  look  at  it.  What  did  he  look 
at?  Read  the  first  sentence  and  see.  I don’t  believe  he  had  ever 
seen  a rabbit  with  a white  coat  before.  Read  the  next  four  sen- 
tences.

By  the  time  we  read  tomorrow,  what  do  you  think  may  happen? 
I hope  Jack  Rabbit  has  sense  enough  to  run  home  soon,  don’t  you?
